SIGNIFICANCE This major retrospective exhibition explores the vast artistic career of 
Diego Rivera (1886—1957), one of the most productive and influential 
artists of the 20th century. Rivera fused the iimovations of European 
modernism with the traditions of Mexico’s pre-Columbian past and its 
indigenous peoples. Famous and controversial, not only in his own country 
but in the United States, Rivera helped to define the terms of the Mexican- 
Sncancultural dialogue that continues to this day. 

[gs and drawings in a variety of media, including 
never exhibited in the United States, are being lent by 
museums and private collectors in the U.S., Europe, Japan, and Mexico. 
The exhibition is presented in four thematic sections. The first two follow 
Rivera's transformation from an academic painter trained in Mexico to his 
engagement with the European avant-garde. The last two sections explore 
Rivera's subsequent activities in Mexico and the United States, where he 
became legendary for his politically engaged art and for his efforts to forge 
a new national identity for Mexicans of all races and backgrounds. The final 
section examines Rivera's humanistic vision of progress toward a utopian 
society, and the continuing dialogue in his art between political and 
aesthetic issues.
